line 2: insert after "browser" - in an Ethernet environment ~; 
line 2: replace "of the steps of with - the following computer- 
implemented steps--; and 
line 3: replace "a request" with - an HTTP request ~. 

(ii) in claim 8, line 1 : insert after "device" - having a fiill or emulated HTTP server ~; 

line 2: insert after "computer" - in an Ethernet environment ~; and 
line 2: replace "of the steps of with - the following computer- 
implemented steps--. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination a method of communicating 
between a web browser and an end automation device in an Ethernet environment using an 
intermediate process (e.g., a gateway, bridge, or proxy) to interface the nominal HTTP 
protocol and a Modbus type of protocol, wherein: an HTTP request message sent from the 
web browser is encapsulated in the Modbus type of protocol so as to be received by the end 
automation device, which has an emulated HTTP server; and in response, a reply message 
using the Modbus type of protocol is sent from the automation device to the intermediate 
process and reformatted to a message (such as an HTTP protocol) understandable by the web 
browser. 

In the prior art, when attempting to connect between an Internet node and a Modbus 
device, typical approaches are: (i) making use of Modbus-TCP protocol by embedding a 
Modbus data frame into a TCP frame; and (ii) using a programmable logic confroUer (PLC) 
or an intelligent field device such as lED that are equipped with embedded HTTP or web 
server and Modbus interface processor to ftinction as a protocol converter between the two 
different protocol environment. None of the prior art of record uses Modbus data frames to 
encapsulate HTTP frames in one direction while using protocol conversion (i.e., a 
reformatter) in the other direction, as described above.
